They have employes to represent them, to do the 
preliminary work for them, and when the time comes 
for them to act themselves, they act surely and 
swiftly. They have attorneys, too, as well as other 
employes. - These employes remind me of the pilot 
fish that I have read of, swimming about in the 
ocean and clearing the way for the shark. 

There is no doubt in my mind that this combination 


They 
do that through their agents, too. 

They would not go so far as to oppose a good man 
for office simply because they did not force his se- 
lection, but they always manage to get enough of 
friendly officials in ofiice to safeguard their interests. 

A familiar way this combination has of making its 
employes work in stirring up public sentiment, agi- 
tating some idea to pave the way for a plan they 
have already formed.

HAT is the Big Cinch? To some people 
W it is only an epithet hurled, locally, 
by Failure at Success, an expression 
of envy of the mediocre many for the efficient 
few. Those who so conceive it are, usually, the 
pliant tools of, or parasites upon, the thing 
the existence of which they deny. Those who 
say there is no such thing as the Big Cinch 
are, usually, those who do its nefarious bid- 
ding. They may be preachers. They may be 
politicians. They are always the recipients 
of Big Cinch bounty. 

I should define the Big Cinch somewhat 
after the manner of the lady who said Boston 
was not a city, but only a state of mind. It 
is not needful that we say what individuals 
make up the Big Cinch. We shall only say 
that all those are in the Big Cinch whose 
state of mind, or of fortune, inclines them to, 
or enforces upon them, opposition to all such 
forms of civic, social or economic progress as 
menace their supremacy of clutch upon the 
resources and opportunities of this city. 


Every man or woman whose fortune is 
based upon the profits of public service fran- 
chises is of the Big 
Cinch, because such 
persons are op- 
posed, by virtue of 
their investment in

light, street railway, transportation, etc.— 
to any competition with their properties. 
They are not alone antagonistic to municipal 
ownership of such utilities. They are always 
up in arms against any proposition that the 
city shall authorize any competition by pri- 
vate individuals or corporations. 


Whoever has an interest in any franchise 
obtained by bribery—and where is the impor- 
tant franchise that was not obtained by brib- 
ery of one kind or another?—that person is 
a member of the Big Cinch, because it is that 
person’s fondest desire and strongest hope 
that nothing shall occur to break the cinch. 

The Big Cinch includes the big, bankers and, 
generally speaking, the directors of the banks. 
It might be said 
to be a directorate 
of such directors. 
Why? The banks 
have invested in 
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8 A DIRECTORATE §$ 
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public . service corporations. They have 
loaned money on them. They don’t want any 
interlopers coming in and setting up compe- 
tition. They don’t want the city to regulate 
the rates of service of such corporations. 
They don’t want any man elected to any of- 
fice on a platform pledging him to work for 
any measure of actual public control of these 
monopoly properties. 

They are looking out for themselves; that’s 
all. They are not bad people, not by any 
means. They are only determined that, where 
their interests are in conflict with public in- 
terest, their interests shall prevail. In course 
of time they come to look upon théir interest 
as being the public interest, Are they not 
prominent citizens? They are. Then why 
shouldn’t their property be regarded as the 
sole interest of the community? Anything 
they are against must be bad for all. No mat- 
ter how moral a program may be, they fight 
it if it hurts their business. 

So they are a solid phalanx against inno- 
vations that will cut down thair dividends or 
depreciat? the value of the collateral they 
hold to secure loans.

“squeezed” or “frozen” until he has to take 
in the people who control the money, and they 
add a new snap to their old ones. 

If the man doesn’t stand for the “squeeze,” 
he finds the Big Cinch’s power. All things 
are “framed up” against him. He finds a 
Councilman who has viewed -his matter fa- 
vorably has been called up by his bank and 
told that the scheme is “dangerous to us.” 

If the Councilmen owes the bank, the offi- 
cial knows that non-compliance with the hint 
means danger to him. The Delegate is usu- 
ally tipped off to let the new thing alone, as 
it is not approved by this or that big man or 
corporation with political power. 

The man in a comparatively sma!! business 
who needs help from the bank does not ven- 
ture into any enterprise that threatens ex- 
isting enterprises that yield revenue to the 
Big Cinch. The banks can kill anything or 
anybody not to their liking, and the banks 
are controlled by the Big Cinches that give 
them big deposits or pay for big loans. 

The newspapers—some of them—are of the 
Big Cinch. Their owners are in business 

schemes with the 
men who control 
franchises, who pre- 
side over the desti- 
nies of banks. These 
owners hobnob at 
the clubs with these moguls. It is only 
natural that the papers should oppose, either 
by. ignoring or openly attacking, the men 
‘who purposes anything that militates against 
the interests of the men who have the town 
bottled up. 

Street railroads, gas companies, electric 
light companies, the banks, the steam rail- 
roads, so far as they hold local franchises— 
these are the concerns that control the town. 
The men interested in these concerns are the 
business associates and socia. chums of news- 
paper owners, who shall be nameless, and the 
newspaper owners naturally find their views 
colored by their environment. 

I rthermore, the heads of the big stores 
that advertise, have investments, often, in

investments depreciated. They have only to 
speak to newspaper owners, referring inciden- 
taily to the pusiness they give the papers, 
and their suggestions are heeded. 

Where must the politicians go for campaign 
funds? To the men who have the money. 
Wh) have the mon- 
ey? The men who 
have made it out of 
some form of privi- 
lege. Will such men 
subse;ibe to elect a 
ticket the members of which are pledged to 
attack privilege or regulate it? Not much. 

They will put up for that party that nomi- 
nates men who will do nothing against the 
spezial privileged interests. They will put 
up fcr both par:ies, so as to make sure that, 
whichever party wins, the men who go into 
office will be hostile to monopoly regulation 
or municipal ownership or any form of law-— 
enforcement that will take money out of 
Plutus’ purse, or any other form of so-called 


HOW MONEY 
DOMINATES 
POLITICIANS. 


The lawyer employes of these special inter- 
ests are all in politics. They are there to se- 
lect candidataes of either party that will be 
harmless to the big interests. They are there 
in particular to influence party machinery in 
the matter of selecting candidates for the 
judiciary. The corporation lawyer is. usually, 
not a lawyer who appears in court, but a 
lawyer who practices in conventions. 

“Wherever you will find a merchant big 
enough to get a rebate of his bridge arbitrary 
charges, you'll tind 
a Big Cincher. Mr. 
Ramsey of the Wa- 
bash once asked the 
Commercial Club 
how many of its 
members paid that arbitrary, and no one an- 
swered. So you will find that the man with a 
freight privilege is opposed to the free bridge 
movement. The man with a privilege is al- 
ways opposed to letting go of it, or to ex- 
tending the privilege to the many so that it 
will become a common right. To the privi- 
lege holder this privilege is superior to any in- 
herent right of the public. 

The Big Cinch, then, is, broadly speaking, 
a combination of the holders of privilege. It 
is a combination opposed to any restriction 
upon privilege, antagonistic to every devel- 
opment of genuine democracy that tends to 
bring social conditions into a state of devel- 
opment consistent with the results of indus- 
trial progress. wy 

It is a combination of “individualists.” 
Its members are against shackling cunning, 
and antipathetic to social solidarity. They 
do not believe in community right over the 
values created by communal activity. They 
assert their right to tax the masses for their 
own benefit. They glory in their ability to 
avoid taxation upon “their privileges. 

Their wealth is usually the result of get- 
ting hold of something that the growth of the 
community makes

‘ean and English plays here,’ continued Frau Iiling, 
wife of a court physician and a woman of indomitable 
courage and ambition. “Certainly my new enterprise 
will promote international amity. It will give an im- 
mense impetus to the study of English literature in 
Berlin. There are a half a million people here who 
@ither know English or who went to. These will be 
my audience.

Long have Americans in Paris 
urged their Government to get an embassy worthy 
of the nation. Just now, however, it is very difficult 
to find a suitable residence for an embassy, like the 
solid old buildings occupied by the ambassadors of 
England, Italy and Austria.

a movable maple floor. 

The architecture will be Italian Re- 
naissance. The walls will be of mottled 
gray brick, with terra cotta and stone 
trimmings. The building will be 70 feet 
high. Its construction will be fireproof 
and all interior work on balconies, stair- 
ways and boxes will be of iron or re- 


enforced concrete. 
The main entrance to the Coliseum 


will be on Washington avenue and 
three additional entrances will be pro- 
vided on Jefferson avenue. The main 
entrance will be 68 by 23 feet, finished 
with imported Italian marble and dec- 
orated with ornamental plaster, with 
marble floor and stairways leading 
from either end of the lobby to the 
balconies above. Twenty-nine exits 


will be provided, and as a further 
means ‘of safety, two fire escapes each 
100 feet long will be placed on the al- 
levy side of the building. 

All exposed wall surfaces on the 
interior of the building will be of 
face brick; mortar joints to be point- 
ed. A number of standpipes and hose 
reels will be installed on each bal- 
cony as additional safeguard 
against fire. 

To Have Committee Room. 

A room 78 by 25 feet will be pro- 
vided on the ground “(floor in the 
southern end of the building, 
used for committee purposes 
conventions. 

One of the distinctive features of 
this building will be the stores on the 
ground floor fronting on Washington 
and Jefferson avenues. The stores 
will_be of reasonable size, will have 
Plate glass windows, marble floors, 
fireproof partitions, sanitary plumb- 
ing and will ‘be modern in every re- 
spect.

The Coliseum, experts say, will be

Court Asked to Set Aside}?

NEW YORK, March 28.—Mrs. Cath- 
erine Price Blackburn, who has been

The 
executor seeks to set aside a trust fund 
of $100,000 provided in Stout’s will for 
the benefit of Mrs. Blackburn, and an- 
other trust fund of $60,000 for the 7-year- 
old child known as Dorothy Blackburn. 
Mrs. Josefa Osborn, a stepdaughter of 
Stout, is behind the oe in the 
suit. 

Mrs. Blackburn is the divorced wife 
of J. 8S. C. Blackburn, @& son of ex- 
United States Senator Blackburn of 
Kentucky. She is an attractive woman, 
about 30, with abundant brown hair, 


‘| blue eyes and a perfectly molded fig- 


ure. She lives with the child at 158 
West Bighty-fifth street in a handsome 
residence, which, it is alleged, was pur- 
chased for her by Stout, who was a for- 
mer president of the New York Stock 
exchange. 

Child Closely Guarded, 

Neighbors have remarked on the fact 
that two nurses have been guarding the 
child recently on her daily outings. 

In her statement in reply to the suit 
Mrs. Blackburn says Peter Stout knew 
the child was not his, nor was Mrs. 
Blackburn the mother. 

“IT took the baby out of sympathy for 
her mother, a woman named Holbe, 
who is now in Germany,’ Mrs. Black- 
burn says in her statement. She adds 
that Stout came to be very fond of the 
child. 

Wrote About Infant. 

Counsel for Mrs. Osborn and the other 
heirs allege that they have in their pos- 
session letters couched in affectionate 
terms which Mrs. Blackburn wrote to 
Stout during her sojourn at the White 
Face Inn in the Adirondacks. 

The heirs allege that Mrs. Blackburn 
“falsely and fraudulently represented 
the child as the issue of Peter Stout and 
Catherine Price Blackburn, for the pur- 
pose of getting a claim or held on 
Stout.’’

Admit Benefit to Crews, but 
Assert Strain Will Crip- 
ple the Big Ships. 


BERLIN, March 28.—Considerable 
astonishment is manifested by Ger- 
man naval officers over the willing- 
ness of President Roosevelt and other 
American naval experts to permit Ad- 
miral Evans’ fleet to encircle the 
globe without a long period of rest. 

The opinion is expressed that many 
of the Yessels will be practically “use- 
less’ when they return to American 
waters after such unprecedentedly 
strenuous exertions. 

For similar fears, the German Ad- 
miralty long ago adopted the policy of 
keeping the Kaliser’s best ships as- 
sembled practically all the time in the 
home ports without indulging in long 
and “dangerous” practice cruises.

preparation and the pulling of many 
wires, came to Mexico and was received 
at Chapultepec Castile.

The truth is that lresident Diaz had 
already spoken fully to the world at 
large through a little book called 
“Ethics in <Action’’ published in this 
city two years ago. 

Interview Taken From Book.

Occassionally, when time hung heavy 
on Mr. Creelman’s hands, he took the 
trouble to paraphrase a few of the 
sentences—but this was only occasional- 
ly. 

Towards the end of the Creelman ar- 
ticle the war correspondent even got 
tired of copying the story off on his 
faithful typewriter, and with a scissors 
and paste pot quoted one'of Diaz’s old

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" yopex EVANS AND PUBLIC SERVICE. 

In the opening speech of his campaign for thé 
Democratic nomination for Governor, Judge 
Fivans made an excellent impression. He stated 
his position without evasion. He seeks the of- 
fice evidently intent upon genuine public service. 

While he had the courage to go into details 
on many questions in controversy, stating his 
position plainly, his conception of official duty 
is most comprehensively described by ~his un- 
equivocal indorsement of the Folk administra- 
tion and his promise to pursue the Folk policies. 

Other men may say as much, but they cannot 
say it with greater clearness or with more ap- 
parent sincerity. Other men may find it desira- 
ble to take the same ground, but they cannot do 
so with greater firmness and they will not have 
spoken first. 

The hope of the Democratic party and of good 
government in this State rests upon the preserva- 
tion and advancement of the idea made para- 
mount under Gov. Folk that there is public 
service to be rendered and that men fit to be 
associated in the popular mind with governor- 
ships and senatorships must be sharply separated 
from every influence that is selfish or mercenary. 

Gov. Folk has made a good beginning in the 
establishment of this theory of government, but 
a mistake as to his successor would end or im- 
peril all tfiat he has accomplished. Popular gov- 
ernment is largely a matter of men. Their char- 
acter, their principles, ° their aspirations, their 
associations, are likely to have more real influ- 
ence, so far as government itself is concerned, 
than law itself. 

Men who aspire to office in this State should 
not hesitate to approve the underlying principles 

¢ the Folk administration. They need not in- 
dorse the man ind they need not subscribe to 
Lie political prineiples. There may be better men 
and there may be wiser principles. It is not 
personal glorification that is sought. What is 
wanted is the recognition of the idea which Gov. 
Folk honestly embraced very early in his public 
career and, has bravely supported to the present 
time—that office is a trust for the whole people 
and not the perquisite of a class or a coterie. _ 

With this truth recognized by all men aspiring 
io the Democratic nomination there may be wide 
differences of opinion on other subjects’ and as 
to ways and means without losing sight of the 
main point, which is accountability to the peo- 
ple and service of the people. 

In all probability the nomination will go to 
the man whose character and whose associations 
are most in harmony with this principle.

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LIVING | ON A QUART OF HOMINY DAILY. 

The Post-Dispatch’s esteémed -eontributors in 
the column headed “Letters From the People” are 
nearly always entertaining and frequently they 
are highly instructive. 

A good woman, writing from Hillsboro, II1., 
moved by the accounts of hunger among the un- 
employed in the great cities, suggests that home- 
made hominy be prepared, explains how it is 
done and guarantees that a quart of it will nour- 
ish a man for 12 hours. Furthermore, she takes 
the ground that Caucasians eat too much and too 


Indian soldiers, who have but one meal in 24 
hours, as proof of the fact. 

If, as she says, eating is largely a matter of 
habit, it is the most costly diversion that the 
human race ever embraced. One meal a day of 
hominy or rice or bran or oats without garnish- 
ment would bring a great proportion of the toil 
of this world to an end. The labor and expense 
of this bad habit—for if it is unnecessary and 
wasteful it must be bad—are almost inconceivable. 

Millions are literally chained to the oar like 
galley slaves in growing, forwarding, preparing, 
cooking and serving food. Hundreds of millions, 
having the evil habit upon them, are in degrading 
servitude to the scullery and the table. Being 
obliged to eat at least three times a day, they 
cannot at any time get far away from their sup- 
plies. Thus for most people the mind during the 
greater part of their working hours is either in- 
tent reminiscently upon a meal just consumed 
or imaginatively upon one that is soon to be

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RELIGIOUS INFLUENCE UPON CONGRESS. 

A moral or a religious issue when clearly de- 
fined is generally irresistible in Congress, although 
the majority of mentbers may be neither very 
moral nor very religious. 

The army canteen was abolished in obedience to 
roral influence, and moral influence alone has 
prevented the success of all attempts to restore 
it, even in the face of a strong counter movement 
based upon morals in its favor. Moral and re- 
ligious considerations have now moved Congress 
by a vote practically unanimous to order the res- 
toration to our coins of the motto, “In God We 
Trust.” 

Mr. Roosevelt held that these words weré more 
suggestive of levity and irreverance than they 
were of piety, and several members of Congress, 
who nevertheless voted to restore them, agreed 
with him. They acted, therefore, in obedience 
to what they regarded as the moral and religious 
sense of the ration. They would take no 
chances. 


When Upton Sinclair published “The Jungle” 
he said he thought he was making an appeal to 
the hearts and consciences of the people, but he 
soon discovered that he had done nothing but 
turn their stomachs. If every man who thinks he 
has a moral or religious issue could make others 
look at it in the same way we should have more 
great political leaders than are now to be seen. 

The question involved in the motto on the coins 
Was an easy one, and a less impulsive and 
courageous man than Mr. Roosevelt, no matter 
what his opinion may have been, would have let 
it alone. Congressmen, as a rule, find it con- 
venient to keep their records straight on the 
snbject of orthodox religion and puré morals, 
and the unanimity with which they upheld both 
in this case shows that, unlike the President, 
they were not looking for trouble. 
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THE SITE OF EAST ST. LOUIS. 

When the Post-Dispatch referred to the site 
of East St. Louis the other day in uncomplimen- 
tary terms it did not expect to be understood 
as casting reflections upon the city itself. ;Many 
a fine town occupies a site that most siesi will 
regard as unfavorable. 

Geographical, commercial and in some cases 
political reasons usually have more to do with 
the location of cities than commanding sites. 
The site of Chicago, for example, has nothing 
to commend it except that it seemed to be neces- 
sary that a great city shoulc arise in the swamps 
at the head of Lake Michigan. Ten or twenty 
m‘les north there is high grourfd. Why was a 
metropolis built in the marshes when it might 
rave been located only a short distance away 
on the bluffs? The answer, of course, is to be 
found in the so-called river and the demands of 
commerce. 

So of New Orleans also. 
lies below the river level. Drainage is difficult 
and in some districts impossible. There is dan- 
ger at all times of a destructive flood. Only in 
recent years has engineering made certain parts 
of the town properly habitable. Yet New Or- 
leans, in spite of its site, is one of the busiest 
and handsomest of American cities. 

East St: Louis was called into existence not 
because its site was ideal or even desirable, 
but because a great city on the other bank of 
the ‘river had to have an Hastern gateway and, 
no matter what the disadvantages of its site 
may have been, it was there, and nowhere else, 
that the town had to be built. 

The Post-Dispatch hopes that it may without 
offense refer in discussion to the superior nat- 
ural advantages of the site of St. Louis without 
easting reflections upon East St. Louis as a city. 
Much has been accomplished there by an enter- 
prising population and there can be no doubt 
that in the course of time every condition un- 
favorable to the upbuilding of a splendid city 
will be fully removed. 

If it were not for the complication of State 
lines, the Post-Dispatch would lead a movement 
today for a Greater St. Louis in which East St. 
Louis would be given the post of honor in the 
‘combination.

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MEDITATIONS OF AN EX-PRESIDENT. 

It is emphatically to the credit of Grover Cleve- 
land that in his old age his mind turns sympa- 
thetically to the wrongs of childhood and that in 
his meditations he has in mind plans of various 
kinds for systematizing charity. 

There are those who hold that if equal and exact 
justice were to be established as between man 
and man, charity could safely be left to its own 
impulses, for the reason that in such a case 
wrong would be abolished and suffering would 
follow only upon the heels of personal misfor- 
tune or’ recklessness. Mr. Cleveland himself de- 
voted the greater part of his public career to vari- 
ous attempts to ameliorate the conditions of life 
through statesmanship. 

In proposing the establishment of great clear- 
ing houses for charity, it is plain that the ex- 
President does not look upon our existing charita- 
ble organizations as equal to their task. He would 
have in every community something far more 
comprehensive. Whether he would invoke state 


laid or not does not appear, but he certainly con- 


templates a movement and a system which would 
be so extensive as to make charity more universal, 
more effective and more @ matter of course than 
it is now.

‘collective philanthropy on a scale not usually sug-

cruelties and at its hardships, and Socialism, or 
anything else that holds out a hope of relief, is 
at least regarded with favor.

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“QOVEREMPLOYED” WOMEN. 

Working women in New York, at the instance 
of the Woman’s Trade League, are proposing to 
organize on a scale that might well make the Gen- 
eral Federation of Women’s Clubs sick with envy. 

One division of the vast sisterhood promises to 
be specially effective. A great “Overemployed 
Women’s Union” would rather offset, outdignify 
and overshadow women’s clubs, social, art, lit- 
erary and philanthropic; but still more convin- 
cingly will it contrast female industry with male 
inleness. 

An army of overemployed women. is suggestive 
ut a time When armies of unemployed men parade 
the streets. Without reflecting upon brave men 
out of work and honestly seeking it, we may note 
the striking fact that the “unemployed,” include 
no women—even the wives of unemployed men 
still have their work to do. Doubtless some ma- 
lingerers and loafers who hang around the head- 
quarters and march under the soiled banners of 
the Hows and Reitmans have‘ wives at home 
bending over washboards with aching backs and 
managing somehow to feed their young—in any 
kind of times. Some families would fare better 
if some men stayed at home and took in wash- 
ing. 

At most, man’s work, when he is at work, is 
over with the setting sun, but woman’s is never 
done, as the verse says. There is a singular in- 
dictment of man and a singular appeal to man 
in the fact of “overemployed” women. 

Women, it has been complained, have crowd- 
ed men’s occupations. A better economic balance 





‘ls needed. There is an invitation here for men 


to retaliate and relieve women of some of their 
extra burdens in their own field. The day 
may come when equalizing conditions will force 
many men to do women’s work.

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Two American Musical Comedy Makers Who May 


Check the Vienna Craze—‘‘Gus’’ Thomas, 
Dramatic Pioneer—Plays .Com- 
ing and Going. | 


AVING now seen the second of the musical comedies of which Henry 
Blossom is the librettist and Victor Herbert the composer, I am dis- 
posed to place these two gentlemen ahead of all their rivals and in 

a class by themselves as high-quality purveyors of mirth and melody. 

“The Red Mill,” which enters upon its second week at the Olympic to- 
hight, is the best musical comedy now on the American stage, with the 
single exception of “‘Mile. Modiste’” by the same authors. It is, indeed, more 
purely a musical comedy than the last named, which properly deserves te 
be called opera bouffe or comic opera. Its lines are bright, its fun up to date 
and fitted to the liking of the multitudes without being degraded to the buf- 
foon level, and its songs and orchestra! score are so far above the average as 
to achieve genuine distinction. 

I can’t think of any other two in this field who are turning out a product 
equal to that of the Blossom-Herbert combination. 








—to whom, however, some of the American managers still turn when in 
“smashing’’ productions in this especial line. 

This season We in St. Louis have seen at least *three Americanized ver- 
sions of big London musical comedy successes—‘‘The Belle of Mayfair,” 
“The Dairymaids’” and “The Spring Chicken.'’ Not in any instance did these 
offerings furnish entertainment at all measurable with that afforded by ‘‘The 
Red Mill” or “Mile. Modiste.”” In nearly every respect of libretto and 
score they fell far bélow the Blossom-Herbert output. The real sparkle of 
wit was not in them, nor the real tunefulness of song, as a rule, neither the 
plot-interest nor the humor of characier. The English ‘musical play seems to 
have become an inane and spiritless thing, done along routine Hnes and with- 
out the least inspiration or enthusiasm on the part of its makers. Result—a 
deadiy conventional dullness into which the vital breath of comedy can’t be 
blown. 

While, on the other hand, Mr. Blossom and Mr. Herbert seem to do their 
work with infinite and unfailing relish—and it’s the relish that means a task’s 


worthy performance. ie 
R Widow” has turned managerial eyes Viennaward that erstwhile were riv- 

eted upon the London stage, there is now, perhaps, no need to fulminate 
against Anglomania in musical comedy. 

The Hit of the Viennese waltz must needs be in any new musical play these 
days if the heart of a manager is to melt and become as water in its yield- 
ingness to the appeal of musical comedy makers seeking production. It’s the 
new slogan on the Great White Way in New York and along the ramifications 
of that amusing thouourghfore that extends throughout this free, united and 
indivisible Union of states. The waltz—the whiltz is the thing—the new, en- 
trancing, hit-compelling Vienna waltz. 

Yet how absurd to speak of this latest fad as “‘new’’ when it's nothing in 
the world but “Blue Danube” Strauss redivivus—the one magnetic strain run- 
ning through “‘The Merry Widow’’ waltz and accounting for its irresistible ap- 
peal is as purely Straussesque, so to speak, as if it came direct from the mu- 
sical dreaming of the composer of ‘“‘Thousand and One Nights,” “Vienna Life’

N THIS column last Sunday I wrote something concerning Mr. Augustus

They'll have to be quick, 
however, to get ahead of the ‘“path-finder,’’ since Mr. Thomas himself is 
already at Work on another play which has a kindred theme. 

All of which neakes “‘The Witching Hour” and Mr. Thomas’ interview con- 
cerning it of especial significance and timely interest.

satisfactory Century engagement. You don’t often witness such a feat as this 
—but let’s hope that so clever an actress will have some help from the play- 
wright next time we see her. 

As for Miss Spooner, her Lola Montez tn “The Dancer and the King”’ 
at the Grand was so entirely goed and the play itself so interesting that 
it the week memorable above any yet known during the present sea- 
son at house.

Industrial Association of America. This 
organization is headed by C. W. Post, 
the millionaire breakfast food manufac- 
turer, who has waged war on unidénism 
for several years. 

The sudden decision of Littlefield, ft is 
said, was precipitated by the action of 
labor in memorializing Congress and 
threatened to take political action if its 
demands were not met.

Samuel Gompers, President of the 
American Federation of Labor, declined 
to say whether he had heard the news 
of Littlefield’s coming affiliations. 
“I always did think Congressman LIit- 
tlefield hada yellow streak,’ he said, 
“I received the news of his resignation 
from Congress with mixed feelings of 
pleasure and chagrin. It weuld have 
been infinitely more pleasurable for ia- 
bor to defeat him overwhelmingly in the 
coming election.”’ 

For some years Littlefield has been a 
close friend of C. W. Post, the President 
of the Citizens’ Industrial Association.

DEATH IN RENDEZVOUS 
Ofte Defied Capture After 
Murders of Deputy 
Marshals. 





MUSKOGEE, Ok., March 28.—Charies 
Wickliffe, ‘“‘the Jesse James of Oklaho- 
ma,”’ leader of the notorious gang of 
Cherokee outlaws long sought by the 
officers, and a desperado who had shot 
his way out of many a ‘‘corner’’ after 
he had been surrounded by posses, was 
shot and killed at the Wickliffe home 
in the Spavinaw Hills yesterday by his 
brother, Thomas, durtng a family quar- 
rel. 

The outlaw leader met his death in the 
rendezvous which has been assailed 
many times in vain by Federal and lo- 
cal officers, and his passing marks the 
end of one of the most picturesque 
jJeaders of the outlaw bands of the 
west. 

Roosevelt Ordered Extermination. 

For years the Wickliffes have been 
sought by officers in Missouri and Okla- 
homa. ‘Trap after trap was set for 
them, but they always escaped—usual- 
ly after a battle which resulted in fa- 
talities among the pursuers. The un- 
successful pursuit of the man who was 
Killed” BORE SWH Brothers has been 
carried on for years by United States 
_@eputy marshals, and it has been stated 
that President Roosevelt himself gave 
the order to “wipe them out.” 

The Wickliffes were three in number 
+Charles, Thomas and John. They are 
fullblood Cherokees ahd are  consid- 
ered the most desperate gang of out- 
laws that has infested ‘the Southwest 
in years. Many murders are laid to 
them, and they were particularly 
sought for their attack néar Kansas, 
OK., om Sunday, March 11, 190, upon 
a number of deputies who were attempt- 
ing their arrest for murder of an offi- 
cer, 

The dénutiée ‘overrook the trio in the 
fustnesses of the Spavinaw country, a 
wiid mountainous district in the heart of 
the Cherokee Nation. | 

A fierce battle ensued. Deputy Mar- 
- shal Ike Gilstray of Vinita, an officer, 
with a noted record, was killed, and 
_the outlaws escaped. 


Whole Territory Is Aroused. 

_ The whole territory was aroused and 
for several weeks armed posses, from 
all directions sought them. The Attor- 
ney-General of the United States ordered 
100 armed men in pursuit, but they 
failed to find them. United States Mar- 
shal W. H. Burrough led the man hunt, 
which was pushed with the utmost 
vigor.

“Instead of finding St. Louis mer- 
chants depressed over the business out-

“Eastern financiers have heard much 
unfavorable gossip about the West, but 
so far as I have been able to learn 
most of it is ill-founded. Nobody can 
deny that there has been a pronounced 
cessation of pfosperity. 

“About 15 per cent of the mill hands 
in the New England States are out of 
employment. Probably 60 per cent are 
working only on half time. 


“While I am not surprised at Sat- 


urday’s demonstration of the unem- 
ployed in New York, I knew the ranks 
of the idle represent largely incompetent 
labor, There is still a broad demand 
for skilled mechanics. 

Building Trades Have Suffered. 

“In the building trades line the Tiiote 
country seems to have suffered a set- 
back. Bricklayers, carpenters «nd paint- 
ers are plentiful, but they have been 
earning such splendid wages for five 
years they have been able to provide 
for the rainy day. 

“A good index to general business is 
the receipts of the large department 
stores. We have noticed no material de- 
crease in their retail sales. 

Net So Many Unemployed. 

“I have seen it stated that in Greater 
New York there are 160,000 men unem- 
ployed. That estimate is greatly exag- 
gerated. Conditions in the East may be 
more acute than they are out here, but 
our bankers and business men are con- 
vinced that the -:vorst is over.’’ 

Mr. Page will visit Kansas City, 
Omaha and other Western cities before 
returning to New York.

The Socialist leaders eet running 
the so-called conferen¢ge of the unem- 
ployed had decided to/call off the dem- 
onstration today on account of the rain. 
When the sun came out again, however, 
the word was passed around to march on 
Union Square, where an effort would 
be madé to circumvent the police by 
holding a dozen mass meetings, instead 
of one, all about the vicinity of the 
square. 

Procession Moved in Silence. 

Swarms of men and women moved in 
silent procession from the congested 
guarters of the East Side and poured 
through the streets radiating from 
Union Square. Though each separate 
body appeared to be leaderless, many 
well-known expounders of Socialism 
fiitted about in the throngs, whispering 
orders and counseling silence and order. 
Among them were Robert Hunter, Mor- 
ris Hilquist, Louis Zeltner and Bruno L.

When Zinn arrived at the Square he 
was dumfounded to find that the plaza 
was .completedly invested by police.

Flourished the Constitution. 

Zinn flourished a copy of the Consti- 
tution and demanded that the Inspec- 
tor heed its provision granting the 
right of free speech.

Wealthy Jefferson City Shoe 
Manufacturer Was Appar- 
ently Prosperous. 








After a lifetime spent in building up a 
successful business, at the height of his 
prosperity and in excellent health, John 
I'weedie Sr., president of the A. Pries- 
meyer Shoe Co.. rated as one of the 
wealthiest men in Jefferson City, ended 
his life by inhaling gas in his home on 
East High street, Jefferson City, yester- 
day. Members of the family are unable 
to give & reason for his act. 

Mr. Tweedie's financial affaits are be- 
lieved to be in excellent condition, and 
he has frequently told friends he had 
nothing to worry him. Though 70 years 
old, he has been in excellent health. 

Sends Wife From Room. 

Returning home from _. business for 
lunch at noon, Mr. Tweedie went to his 
bedroom. His wife, who was in the 
room at the time, went downstairs at 
his direction to get a cup of tea for bim. 
When she returned a:few minutes later 
she found her husband lying on the floor 
with a rubber tube from the gas chande- 
lier in his mouth. He was unconscious 
and died before a physician who re- 
sided across the street, reached him. 

Mr. Tweedie had taken the tube from 
a reading lamp, and after resting his 
head upon a pillow on the floor, inhaled 
the gas through his mouth. 

For many years Mr. Tweedie has had 
the entire management of the Priesmey- 
er factory in his hands. Although he 
had given no indication of mental de- 
rangement, his friends believe the long 
vears of business cares had affected his 
mind. To friends during the past few 
days he had said his financial affairs 
were never in better condition. 

Mr. Tweedie has been prominently 
identified with business affairs in the 
capital city, and his family is promi- 
nent in social affairs, the Tweedie 
home being frequently the scene of elab- 
orate social functions. , 


Leaves Large Family. 
Mr. Tweedie leaves a widow 


children, all of whom reside in Jef- 
ferson City. He was born in Moffat, 
Dumfrieshire, Scotland, in 1838, and 
came to this country in 1856. He served 
during the Civil War in the Second 
Connecticut Volunteers, and in the Fif- 
teenth United States Infantry. He saw 
service in the battle of Bull Run, and 
was with Gen. Herman in his campaign 
through Georgia. 

In 1872 Mr. Tweedie came to St, Louis 
and was emploved as a foreman for 
the A. Priesmeyer Co., and in 1874 
went to Jefferson City, where he had 
charge of the company's shoe factory 
within the Penitentiary. Three years 
ago the company withdrew from its 
prison contract and erected a large. fac- 
tory near the Capitol in Jefferson City.

EXPLOSION STARTS FIRE 





Same Shaft Was Scene of 
Death of 167 in 
1903. 





HANNA, Wryo., March 28.—Union Pa- 
cific Coal Mine No. 1, at this place, was 
the scene of an explosion this afternoon 
which entombed a, miners and three 
bosses and did thousands of dollars’ 
worth of damage to the mine. 

Special trains are tonight en route to 
Hanna from Rock Springs, Almy, Cum- 
berland and Kemmerrer, bringing every 
available miner and fire fighter from 
the mines at those points. As soon as 
the trains arrive the miners will be 
placed at rescue work. In the méan- 
time preparations are being made here 
for a systematic effort to reach the en- 
tombed miners. Little hope of finding 
them alive is entertained by the mine 
officials. A dense black smoke is pour- 
ing out of phe mine, which is clogged 
with debris from within. 

Four bodies have been rescued from 
the mine. 

Had Explosion 4 Years Ago. 

No. 1 mine suffered a similar ex- 
plosion four years ago, at whith time 
169 miners lost their lives. A week ago 
a small fire broke out below the tenth 
level in the mine. Because of this the 
mine was practically closed, 200.miners 
being laid off, while smaller gangs were 
utilized in fighting the fire. 

This morning Supt. Briggs, accompa- 
nied by the foremen of Nos. 1, 2 and 3 
mines and 17 men, went into No. 1 to 
fight the fire. At 1 o’clock' several 
gasmen and fire fighters came out to 
lunch and others took their places. 

An hour and a half later, with an aw- 
ful roar and heavy booming, accom- 
panied by shaking earth and trembling 
buildings, a great spout of fire rushéd 
from Soth the openings of the mina 
and those above realized that a terrible 
explosion had occurred. 

Immediately afterward both entries 
caved in. Buildings around the mouth 
of the mine were wrecked and great 
timbers were thrown around on the out- 
side. 

Women Crazed With Grief. 

Quickly every soul in the town>gath- 
ered at the mouth of the mines. Every 
man uuder ground was married and all 
had children and many large families. 

The grief-crazed women and children 
were among the first at the mine en- 
trances and were with difficulty pre- 
vented from attempting to enter. 

Relief parties were formed and started 
to work clearing the shafts. Work pro- 
gresses very slowly, because of the 


stifling srnoke which is pouring out. By } 


midnight tonight 2000 miners will have 
arrived from mining camps and then 
work will be carried onward with a 
rush. 

There is very little hope of any of the 
entombed men being alive, but on the 
chence that some may have escaped the 
first explosion a desperate attempt .o 
reach them%will be made. '

“My Dear Mr. Turnblad—Your let- 
ter of the 23d of March, in which 
you state that you have been sub- 
jected to many inquiries ag to my 
plans and status in connection with 
the Democratic nomination for Presi- 
dent, I have for acknqwledgment.

long as those enactments order it to 
last. 

“In the teaching of Christ the mar- 
riage contract is indissoluble Human 
laws cannot dissolve it. The church, in 
its spiritual sgypremacy, cannot dissolve

Man Who “Talked About’ 
Former Colorado Official 
Held on Suspicion. 





VICTIM BLOWN 15 FEET 





Helped Prosecute Haywood 
and Pettibone, Narrowly 
Escapes Death at Night. 


——— 


TELLURIDE, Colo., March 23.—Elud- 
ing the night guard stationed at the 
Scmiuggler Union mine at Pandora, 2 
miles south of ‘be,vuride, and _ the 
sexrchlight which is constantly thrown 
about the premises during the night 
from the high tower of the mill, an 
unidentified person gained accegs to the 
residence of General Bulkley Wells, 
general manager of the Smuggler Un- 
ion Mining Co. last night and planted 
dynamite under his bed. 

The dynamite was exploded by ignit- 
irg a fuse in the outside of the build- 
ing about 2 o’clock t%1ts morning when 
the General was asleep. He was hurl- 
ed against the ceiling and lighted under 
dcbris, but escaped alive, he sustain- 
#d scratches and bruises, and his hear- 
ing was impaired. 

Although a systematic search has 
been made by Sheriff Fitzpatrick and 
deputies, aided by hundreds of citizens, 
no clew has been found to the perpe- 
trutor. One man who is charged with 
having said that Wells should be kill- 
ed has been arrested on suspicion. 

Met Death in Same Building. 

In the same building wheré the at- 
tempt to kill General Wells was made, 
Arthur L. Collins, .predecessor of Gen. 
Wells as general manager was  as- 
scassinated six ‘years ago while playing 
a game of cards with a number of 
friends at night. The men who killed 
Co'lins fired a heavy load of buckshot 
trrough the window tnto his back.é 
Steve Adams, Harry Orchard’s alleged 
accomplice in the murder of Ex-Gov. 
S-eunenberg of Idano, ts in jail in Tel- 
luride and soon will be placed on trial 
on the charge of murdering Collins.

WELLS TELLS HOW HE 
ESCAPED ASSASSINATION 


DENVER. Colo., March 28.—The fol- 
lowing statement was made public to- 
night over the long distance telephone 
by ven. Bulkley Wells in regard to the 
attempt to assassinate him at Pordera, 
near Telluride, this r-orning: 

‘‘An attempt was made to kill me 
shortly after 2 o’clock this morning as 
I lay in my bed on the open sleeping 
porch, directly above the dining room 
in the large frame building of the Smug- 
gler Union Mines at Pandora, used for 
offices and living quarters for myself 
and family. That I was not killed is 
due to the fact that the force of the 
dynamite used was mostly downward in- 
stead of upward, the floor beheath the 
bed offering but little resistance. 

Explosion Wrecked Bed. 

“The explosion wrecKed the bed, tore 
the mattress and bed clothing to shreds 
and hurled me fully 15 feet across the 
sleeping porch, -endering me temporari- 
ly unconscious and deaf, as well as lag- 
erating my face and head. The charge 
also tore a hole 3 feet in diameter 
through the floor the sleeping porch 
and the ceiling of the dining room be- 
neath. 

“As soon as I recovered consciousness 
I hurried to the telephone in the main 
office on the first floor of the building 
and notified Sheriff Fitzpatrick at Tellu- 
ride of what had occurred. 

“I spent the early part of last evening 
in Telluride an returned at 12 o'clock, 
retiring about 30 minutes later. I went 
to sleep immediately and knew nothing 
more until the explosion occurred. 

Found Ladder at Window. 

“At daybreak we found a long ladder 
alongside the house which had been 
used by the man or men who planted the 
dynamite under my. bed. This ladder 
had been taken from its accustomed 
place, carried to a spot on the north 
side of the building and raised beneath 
a bathroom window. . The paint on the 
window sills had been scratched off when 
the ladder was raised. 

“The man who climbed the ladder 
pried open the screen and then the 
window through which he climbed in or- 
der to reach the sleeping porch. He left 
the house the same way he entered. 

“IT understand Sheriff Fitzpatrick has 
made one arrest, a man who talked 
loudly concerning the justice of this at- 
tempt to murder me. 

Threatened in Letters. 

‘Specifically, I do not know whom to 
suspect of the crime, but in a general 
way I believe I know who the responsi- 
ble parties are. I have received many 
anonymous letters threatening my life 
since the arrest and trial of William D. 
Haywood and George Pettibone, but re- 
cently these communications ceased to 
come, but since Steve Adams was 
brought back to Telluride to answer for 
the murder of Arthur L. Collins, my 
predecessor here, my friends have 
warned me to be careful. 


DESCRIPTION OF BUILDING

TELLURIDE, Colo., March 28.—The 
bullding in which the attempt to as- 
sassinate Gen. Bulkely Wells occurred 
today is a combination office and rest- 
dence, 33 feet wide, 75 feet long, two 
stories and attic, situated 120 feet west 
of a big stamp mill. Wells was sicep- 
ing in a summer wire-screened porch on! 
the second floor in the extreme north- 
west corner of the building. This porch 
opens east into Mra. Wells’ boudoir.

Explorer Now Has One-Half 
the $100,000 Needed for 
New Expedition. 


PLANS TO SAIL JULY 1 








Will Be Back in 16 Months: 
Thereafter, He Hopes, With 
Success Achieved. 





Commander Robert E. Peary, who has 
led eight expeditions for the North 
Pole, once accomplishing the record- 
breaking feat of planting the American 
flag within two hundred miles of .the 
Pole, told a Post-Dispatch reporter at 
the Jefferson Hotel Saturday that he 
has raised one-half of the $100,000 neces- 
sery to pay the expenses of his ninth 
journey to the frozen zone. 

“I would have reached the Pole three 
ycars ago,’ said he, “if the supplies 
nad not fallen short at the wrong mo- 
ment. There was the distance reduced 
to a minimum that could have been cov- 
e1ed in a few more days. For a time I 
was half inclined to take the chances, to 
risk all, when the Pole seemed within 
I weighed the situation care- 
fully. Then I decided to come back. 

Would Never Have Returned. 

“Had we passed onward,” he contin- 
ued, “we would never have returned. 
And a less experienced party could 
never have returned if they had gone as 
far as we had gone. But the experience 
of that journey will prove useful on my 
forthcoming one. 


cing the arrangements for the ninth 
expedition, suffered a great loss in the 
death of President Morris K. Jessup of 
the New York Chamber of Commerce, 
who was one of its most énthustastic 


members. 

“We must obtain $50,000 before an- 
other expedition is possible. 

“In this I believe we shall be success- 
ful, although great efforts must be put 
forth if we are to have it tin hand to 
sail from New York on the Roosevelt 
July 1, 

* Can Return In 18 Months. 

“If we can get started at that time, I 
have no doubt the expedition can be 
compieted within eighteen months. 

“TIT shall try to make the same harbor 
for my ship on Grant Land which I 
utilized on my last expedition. That 
was on the north coast. I intend to 
spend the winter there with my men, 
and we will be kept busy making our 
sledges and hafness and getting our 
supplies in shape for the long journey 
over the ice. 

“IT consider it much better to make 
all necessary appliances after my ar- 
rival in the North than to carry them 
there ready made. By doing this I get 
better warkmanship, and it keeps the 
men occupied during the long, dark 
days of the polar winter and thus pre- 
vents low spirits. 

Must Stay on “Wagon.” 

Commander Peary insists that every 


man who accompanies him swear to 
stay on the water wagon. 

‘A man must abstain from all alco- 
holic stimulants in the North,” he says. 
“The use of tobacco can also well be 


dispensed wiith.”’ 
Commandek Peary ridiculed the as- 


sertion of B.\Colworth of York, En- 
gland, who, atcording to a press dis- 
patch from Victoria, B. C., contends 
that the North Pole is shifting and the 
climate {gs oy, making the North- 
ern territories of this continent warm- 
er and Northern Asia célder. 

Colworth says the possible effect of 
this asserted change may be a number 
of boundary difficulties between Can- 
ada and the United States, especially in 
the eastern portion. 


War Cloud Over the Pole. 
The boundary is fixed by latitude, 
and if the North Pole is reallyy moving 


the latitudes change also, rendering 
it advisable that the boundary be 
speedily marked everywhere by prom- 
inent monuments, where it has not yet 
been so marked. 

“This movement,” declares Colworth, 
is caused by the immense accumula- 


tions of ice along the Canadian shore 
of the Arctic Ocean and particularly 
in Baffin's Land and Greenland.” 

“T have never heard of Mr. Col- 
worth,” said Commander. Peary, “but 
this is not the first time such a theory 
has been suggested. It is wholly un- 
worthy of serious consideration. An 
astronomer in the observatory at 
Greenwich or Washington can tell 
more about this gJhing than a man 
who Is tn the Arctic region. It is a 
recognized fact that the North Pole 
oscillates from 100 to 200 feet, but not 
more than that.” 

Commander Peary came to St. Louis 
to deliver illustrated lectures on the 
Arctic region at the Odeon Saturday 
afternoon and evening, for the bene- 
fit of Neighborhood House and the 
Martha E. Mathews Memorial Fund. 
He will be introduced by Archbishop 
Glennon,

Suppiants Merchants’ Plan. 

The merchants of St. Louis have 
riaintained an assoctation to encourare 
the coming of buyers. When this organ- 
izec. effort. was started, the number of 
nierchants who came to St. Louis an. 
tually to buy was 3000. In the ‘spring 
of 1907, the association brought 5154 
buyers to St. Louis. Bad times = cut 
down the fall attendance to 1600. The 
association has more than doubled the 
annual attendance of buYers, 

The Buyers’ Club enlarges upon the 
methods of the association. It stipulates 
imp the lease contracts made With ten- 
ants to bring to St. Louis 10,000 buyers 
twice each year. It sets apart from the 
rentals the sum of $200,000 yearly to pay 
for special trains to bring the buyers. 
The starting points for thése buyers’ 
specials are widely scattered. The spe- 
cia’ train starting from any point brings 
the merchants doing business at town 
end village within easy distance of 
that point. The special train is paid 
for and is run by the Buyers’ Club. 
Merchants pay their way from the 
towns where they do business to the 
startink point. They travel in the buy- 
ere’ speeiat to St. Louis without charge. 

Three years after the World’s Fair, 
people ar®@ still writing for addresses 
of exhibitors. They saw something—a 
machine, a utensil, an ornament, a book, 
a method, a process. The memory of 
the thing seen is distinct. The name 
of the exhibitor, even if it was noted 
at the time, is forgotten. The want 
is now felt. And so the visitor, after 
these years, writes to the Exposition 
office, describing the object and asking 
to be given the address of the exhibitar. 
The plan of the Buyers’ Club utilizes 
the exposition idea, adapts it to continu- 
ous use in the form of permanent in- 
stallations. It Is a permanent World's 
Fair with a definite selling scheme as 
its feature. 

It is a wise community that takes 
full advantages of an exposition's in- 
fluence after the crowds have gone and 
the wreckage has been cleared away. 
In theCentennial Exposition Philadelphia 
realized the first great impetus of her 
manufacturing industries. Out of that 
development, that post-exposition prog- 
rees, were born two institutions. One 
of these was the Bourse. The other was 
the Commercial Museum. Both have 
been factors in the commercial and 
manufacturing greatness of Philadel- 
phia.

St. Louls Trade Territory. 


An irregular line bounds the sphere 
of St. Louis trade influence. Within it 
is one section where a condition wholly 
peculiar to it prevails. It is territory 
wherein St. Louls has made some large 
trade gains since the World's Fair af- 
fected the vision and the views of buy- 
ers. Much greater gains depend upon 
a physical problem. An essential feature 
in the plan of the Buyers’ Club has 





bearing on the solution of this.problem. 
South of the Ohto, east of the Missis- 
sippi, are half a dozen populous States. 
Geographically St. Louis should be the 
distributing center in many lines of 
manufactured goods for those States. 
The World's Fair brought hundreds of 
thousands of people from that section 
to make acquaintance with St. Louis 
manufacturers, and jobbers here opened 
relations with buyers there. The volume 
of trade with what to St. Louis is “the 
great Southeast’’ is considerable. It 
would be greater, very Much greater, 
with 14 feet through the valley. Ocean 
rates from Boston, New York and 
Philadelphia to South Atlantic and Gulf 
ports hold down railroad rates fpom 
the North Atlantic centers to this seuth- 
eastern territory. The river influence 
on the all-rail rates are not favorable 
to St. Louis trade with the Southeast. 
When the river commerce is developed 
with a good channel t0 Memphis, Vicks- 
burg and other river points, it should 
affect the all-rall rates and give St. 
Louis a hold on this territory, which is 
nearer to her than to New York. 


The potentialitr of such an organiza- 
tion as the Buyers’ Club goes beyond 
the measure of dollars and cents in in- 
creased trade. It means creation of 
powerful public sentiment to help on 
the deep waterway. 

Within the present week St. Louis has 
had a suggestion of what the Buyers’ 
Clb may do beyond the direct en- 
couragement of sales. In the great 
building covering a block of ground, a 
hall with capacity for 1800 is provided. 
Free use of this is to be gfven for con- 
ventions of all commercial and trade 
bodies. If the Buyers’ Club was in 
operation this week it would furnish 
the National Retail Hardware Dealers’ 
Association a. meeting place. without 
cost, club rooms for delegates and ac- 
companying members of their families, 
a restaurant and other pleasurable factili- 
ties for the visitors. But further than 
these accommodations, the r@ail haré@d- 
ware dealers would find an entire floor 
of the structure occupied by a perma- 
nent expesition of hardware and sport- 
ing goods, exhibiting everything from 
a brass tack to an automobile.

Wag Cazarina’s Page. 

Kutuzoff often has been a guest at 
the court of Czar Nicholas and the 
Grand Dukes. He held an honorary 
position as page of the Czarina and 
took part in the Imperial balls. 

It was during one of the latest of 
these dances that the Prince fell in 
love with Madame Tranovskaja. He 
kissed her in the private cabinet of the 
Czarina. He does not know why he

Now, after being away from St. 
Fetersburg four weeks, 1 have not re- 
ecived a single word from home tell- 
ing what my friends and  ~»parents 
tink. From London I wrote a letter to 
my father and to the Czar, and my wife 
wrote to the Czarina explaining the 
ecsiuse of our unusual behavior. 

“Sometimes we discuss all night why 
we love one another and why we can- 
not live apart, but we have not been 
able to come to any conclusion. We 
love one another not as a wife and 
man, but as two fools and fanatics.” 

The Prince explained that he could 
not explain why he loved his wife with 
such spiritual madness and physical 
coolness. 

“The Czarina loved me like a sister,’ 
the madame said, ‘‘and I am sad at 
having left her like a criminal. By 
mistake I took her umbrella and driv- 
ing hat. I left the palace in a hurry 
and forgot my money, which is hidden 
between prayer book covers. I have 
written to Her Majesty to mail me the 
prayer book and excuse my escape.”’

The Missouri division of the National 
German-American Alliance has issued, 
through its president, Edward V. P. 
Schneiderhahn, a pamphlet on the pro- 
hibition question, entitled: ‘Difference 
Between Temperance and Prohibition.” 

it contains an address from President 
Schneiderhahn asserting that the Al- 
liance supports the prmetiple of per- 
sonal liberty. It considers it the duty 
of the State to protect the natural 
rights of the citizens and not to cur- 
tail them in any way. The principal of 
personal liberty should not be violated, 
it holds. } 

Says States Repealed Laws. 


The pamphlet states that before the |@ 


year 1882.10 States whieh had passed 
prohibitory laws repealed them because 
they found that prohibition did not pro- 
hibit, and that the laws were failures. 

Statistics are offered in the pamphlet 
to prove that prohibition States do not 
progress. Kansas had only 43,400 more 
population in 1900 than she had 0 years 
before. 

The opinion of many great men who 
condemned prohibition are given. Among 
them is that of Abraham Lincoln, who 
said: 

“Prohibition will work great injury 
to the cause of temperance. It is a 
especies of intemperance within itself, 
for it goes beyond the bounds of reason 
in that it attempts to control a man’s 
appetite by legislation, and makes 
crimes out of things that are not crimes. 
A prohibition law strikes a blow at the 
very, principles on which our govern- 
ment was founded.”’

JACKSON, Miss., March 2.—E. M. 
Barber, candidate ‘for Congress in the 
Sixth Mississippi District, has filed for- 
mal charges with %. P. Harrison, Dis- 
trict Attorney of the Gulf Coast District, 
Geciaring that the Gul? & Ship Island 
Rallroad has violated the anti-trust 
laws of Mississippi by its traffic agree- 
ment with the Illinols Central relative to 
freight deliveries in Jackson. The grand 
jury has been ord:-red to investigate. 

Mr. Barber contends that the agree- 
ment between the Gulf & Ship Isiand 
and the Illinois Central is of such char- 
acter as to prevent any cotton being 
carried to Gulfport for export from the 
harbor at that point; that all cotton on 
the Gulf & Ship Island Railroad moves 
northward instead of southward; that, 
furthermore, the agreement prevents 
Gulfport from receiving grain shipments 
from the northwest for export through 
the Gulfport harbor. 

Mississippi, says Mr. Barber in his let- 
ter to the District Attorney, exports 
from 1,000,000 to 1,500,000 bales of cotton 
per annum, the bulk of which could be 
handled through the Gulfport harbor 
were it not for this agreement, which 
exists in spite of the fact that Gulfport 
ought to handle cotton at $l per bale 
cheaper than New Orleans.

Law Prevents Township Concerns 
Front Dealing in Land. 
GUTHRIE, .Ok., March 28.—Nimety per 
cent of the charters of real estate and 
oll companies organized in Oklahoma 
since statehood have been rejected by, 
the Secretary of State because they con- 
tain clauses permitting the concerns to 
sell land. Under the State law no cor- 
poration can be licensed to deal in real 
estate except in Incorporated towns and 
cities and additions thereto. The object 
of the law is to prevent speculation in 
farm lands and to protect the small 

farmer. 

A number of wealthy Missourians a 
few days ago wished to organize a big 
land company in Oklahoma to deal in 
Oklahoma and New Mexico lands. A 
charter was framed with an immense 
capital stock and sent to the Secretary 





of State to be filed. The Secretary was} 


compelled to refuse te file the charter 
because the powers of the proposed com- 
pany extended to dealing in lands other 
than in cities and towns.

New York Banker Fooled De- 
positors by Advertising His 
Realty Holdings. 








NEW YORK, March 28.—Steps were 
taken today by Achille Starace, receiv- 
er for the looted private bank of Pas- 
quale Pati & Son, to compass the arrest 
and return of the missing banker, whose 
flight unmasked him as the “J. P. Mor- 
gan of Little Italy’’ and revealed a 
swindler of amazing daring and clever- 
ness. 

No idea of the amount of deposits in 
the institution has been gained as yet 
by the receiver. It is doubtful whether 
the total reaches anywhere near the $1,- 
500,000 stated by Pati’s nephew, Con- 
stantine, who remained alone of the 
Pati family as the police put it ‘‘to cover 
the get-away.” 

Constantine declares he was the most 
surprised of anyone to learn that the 
bank had been stripped of everything, 
down to a torn §1 bill and 1 cent, 
dropped on the floor. 

A representative of the receiver teok 
charge of the Pati residence, 146 Ocean 
Parkway, Brooklyn, today and found 
that it has been stripped of much of its 
expensive furniture. Persons who have 
visited the house in the days of Pati’s 
splendor say it must have held $20,000 
worth of furnishings. 

The residence was included in the list 
of ‘46 real estate holdings’ advertised 
as security for deposits in the Pati 
bank. 

Practically all of Pati’s advertised real 
estate in Brooklyn consists of vacant 
plots far out on Prospect avenue, and 
the Orean boulevard. To every plot Pati 
attached a street number, one for each 
20 feet frontage, and this made of an 
undivided plot of 80 feet four separate 
‘“tholdings.’’ His advertisements led his 
depositors to believe each number rep- 
resented an improved property. 

Pati spent upward of $10,000 a year ad- 
vertising in Italian papers in New York 
and other cities. 
As the “J. P. Morgan of Little Italy’? 
he was at least in this respect, he was 
at least Tom Lawson. His page ‘‘ads’’ 
employed the largest type in the Italian 
newspaper offices. Artfully he attacked 
his business rivals and advertised him- 
self in “reading notices’ published as 
uews.

Sheep Up Fifty Cents—Horse 
Market Dull—Mules 


Draggy: 





The past week has been a period of 
high “prices, marking the extreme high 
point of the market thus far this 
year. Conditions have been the best, 
receipts moderate, the demand keen 
and sales very easy to effect at the 
high range of prices. For the past 


three weeks there has been a con- 
stant advance in the cattle market. 
The most conservative interests are 
looking for still higher prices, which, 
ccnsidering the scarcity of market- 
able cattle in the country, seem &s- 
sured. Receipts aggregate but 10,500 
head, compared with 10,400 two weeks 
ago, and 13,430 four weeks ago, while 
during the corresponding pres of 
last year receipts were 14,370 

The beef steer market closed the 
period a flat 40¢ higher than during 
the previous period and all kinds 
shared in the higher roar”, The top 
of the market was $7.15 for choice 
fat 1484-pound steers and six cars of 
choice beeves sold at $7@7.10, the 
highest sales since last July. The 
bulk of the sales was made at $5.50@ 
6.50, representing medium to good 
killers, and a very common kind sold 
for less. 

Good cows and helfers finished the 
week 25c higher than the opening. 
medium kinds, while a shade higher, 
were not in as keen request as the 
more desirable kinds. Common shelly 
canner cows have held steady. Best 
heifers sold at $6.26 and three cars 
brought $6. Bulk of good heifers sold 
between $5 @5.75, and common to me- 
dium lots at $444.75 Cows topped 
the market at $6. Most of the cut- 
ters to good fat cows sold between 
$3.50@5.25, and while good canners 
brought up to $3, a poor kind sold 
from $2.50 down. 

Market Poorly Supplied. 

The calf market has held the samé 

basis. Tops mostly at $6.50. 


Bulls closed the period higher. Ad- 
vances of 18@26c were scored. Tops 
weet at $5.50 and many sold at $4. 00 


The stocker and feeder market has 
been very active and transactions 15@ 
26c higher. The only drawhack to the 
market is the insufficient supply 
available. Good feeders sold at $5. 
5.156 and stockers .at $4.75. ost of 
the sales are stocker kins of com- 
mon grade at $3.50@4.25. 

A new special train service has been 
started by the Iron Mountain and 
Missouri Pacific systems between Tex- 
ag points and this market. This will 
be of decided advantage to stockmen 
because it does not necessitate feed- |, 
ing more than once. A train of 12 
cars from Encinal. Tex., loaded there» 
the night of the 20th, was received in 
St. Louis at 6:15 p. m.. the 28d. Re- 
ceipts during the period were small 
and hardly suffictent to give a clear’ 
impression of the market. However, 
Inst offerin’e enid were medium to good 
steers at $5@6.10, the latter price repre- 
senting the highest top in several years, 
was fully Tie higher than the same 
kinds sold about ten days ago. Few 
other steers and mixed lots sold earlier 
in the week, including grass steers at 
84.60@4.75. and cows and heifers at $2.50 
a Sais oxen at $4.76 and bulls at $3.50@ 
4.25 

Hoge Also Higher. 

The hog markets, like other branches 
of the livestock trade, was on the ad- 
vance all week, and the market is now |, 
on the highest basis it Nas been since 
the first of the year. The main feature 


of the trade was the strong demand 
from Eastern houses and the unusual 
proportion of hogs sold for shipment. 
The packers and city butchers did not 
care to pay the advance, and therefore 
were able to obtain but few hogs. 

While the good hogs were advancing 
each day, the inferior pigs and lights 
from Southwest territory showed little 
improvement, as there was but little 
demand for them. Good lights, weigh- 
ing around 155 pounds, frequently sold 
within 10¢ of the top of the market. The 
week opened with the top at %.15 and 
the bulk of the hogs Monday sold at $5@ 
5.10. By Wednesday the top was up 
to $6.25 and the bulk sol dat 30. 

Since the middle of the week the mar- 
ket has continued to advance and the 
week closes on 2 much higher basis 
than the close of the previous week. 
with the buvers all anxious for good 
hogs of all weights. On Saturday the 
top of the market was $6.20 and the bulk 
of the hogs sold at $6@6.10. 


Sheep Also Soaring. 

The sheep trade all week was on the 
advance and reached the highest point 
it has touched fer almost a year.

wreck in order, as they safd, to 
prove that the vessel was blown up 
by an interior explosion and not by 
eny agency from the outside. When 
this offer was refused they demanded 
the right to send down their own 
divers to examine the wreck under 
the supervision of engineers and 
otficers. As a result of this exam- 
ination the official .report pointed 
to what the Spaniards claimed to be 
the fact, that the ship was blown 
up from the inside. 


Turned Offer Down. 


But the Navy Department paid no 
ettention to this report and refused 
likewise to agree to the impartial 
investigation demanded by the Span- 


‘sh Government according to which | 


the latter agreed to pay the dam- 
ezes.in case it was shown that the 
ship was blown up from the outside, 

As the bulk of expert political 
opinion in this country is unani- 
mous in asserting that the blowing 
up of the Maine, “by Spaniards from 
the outside” (&s was the report given 
out from Washington) brought on 
the Spanish-American War, it will 
be seen what importance attaches to 
this subject. But for the explosion 
of the Maine, grave doubt exists in 
many minds whether the Spanish- 
American War would ever have been 
fought. Certainly if it was shown 
at the time that the ship was de 
stroyed by an interior explosion with 
which the Spaniards had nothing 
to do, then the American public 
would ‘not, it is believed, have made 
the catastrophe a cause of war. 


An Interior Explosion. 

Those who are now discussing this 
question in Washington and in naval 
circles incline to the belief that the 
singular conduct of the Navy De- 
partment in regard to the wreck 
of the Maine can be explained only 
on the ground that if the wreck 
was raised it would show that the 
ship. blew up from the inside. These 
people assert that a firm conviction 
that the Maine was destroyed by an 
interior explosion hag. steadily been

If 
now it were shown that this was a 
mistake and that thus the Spanish-

&® misapprehension, the greatest 
blunder the Department hag ever 
committed would, it is stated, be laid 
at its door. 


What the War Did. 


The Spanish - American War 
changed the course of history, al- 
tered the destinies of millions of 
people, made many heroes, estab- 
lished several men in fame, wiped 
out Spanish dominion in the West- 
ern Hemisphere, snatched the Phil- 
ippine archipelago from European 
control, and endangered the present 


dynasty on the Spanish throne. This. 


war cost millions and millions of dol- 
lars, and thousands of lives, and 
cuused wide-spread suffering. 1! 
of these things, say the best judges 
of this subject, resulted in large de- 
gree from the blowing up of the 
Maine, from the conviction on the 
part of the American public that 
their warship im Havana on a 
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“rrienary cair’ had been traitorously 
assailed by a Spanish mine or ter- 
pedo. 

Now, however, it is claimed that 
the question is still an open one, that 
it never has been proved that the 
Maine was blown up from the out- 


wv 


side but that on the other hand 
the evidence accumulated within the 
last ten years has tended to indicate 
that the ship was wrecked by an in- 
terior explosion. 


Department Deceived. 


‘The people at Washington and in 
the naval service making these re- 
markable assertions do not claim that 
the Navy Department knowingly 
deceived the American people, but 
they say that it was deceived itself. 
At the time of the loss of the Maine 
they assert there was no evidence in 
existence one way or the other to 
prove the origin of the explosion. 
Nobody knew for certain nor could 
anybody show that the explosion 
came either from the outside or from 
the inside. . \ 

The mass of evidence now ad- 
vanced by these critics to establish 
the contention that the vessel was 
biown up by an Interior explosion 
began to be collected within a short 
time after the destruction of the 
fhip. Almost every year of the ten 
years since that time has added 
something to this testimony. 

First came the discovery that 80 
minutes before the first explosion 
Capt. Sigsbee of the Maine received 
au official report of the sudden un- 
explainable rise im the temperature 
in one of the magagifies adjoining 
a coal bunker. 


Other Similar Cases. 

Within a year the officer who had 
charge of the electrical connections 
of the Maine committed suicide, in 
Boston and the tale was widely dis- 
cussed in naval circles that he did 
so because of a knowledge that the 
ship was destroved from the inside 
because of deficient electrical con- 
nections. It was this suicide which 
set many people to thinking and 
started the first grave doubt as to 
whether a terrible mistake had not 
been made by this nation. 

Then came in rapid succession a 
remarkable series of interior ex- 
plosions resulting from the use of 
the new smokeless powder on war- 
ships belonging to different nations. 
First a Chinese battleship lying at 
anchor in the Yangtse River blew 
up without a moment’s warning pre- 
cisely as did the Maine and went to 
the bottom with 250 of her crew in- 
side of two minutes. 

Then the Japanese battleship Hat- 
suse blew up outside Port Arthur. 
Then the Russian battleship Petro- 
peloveki exploded at the entrance 
to Port Arthur. Then the Japanese 
battleship Mikasa (which was Togo’s 
flagship in the great battle of the 
Sea of Japan) mysteriously blew up 
at Sasebo in September, 1905. Fol-

HE’ American Tobacco Company was incor- 
porated under the laws of New Jersey, Jan. 

31, 1890, Its first purpose was to own, and 
control, all other manufacturers of cigarettes in 
the United States.. For thie purpose W. Duke & 
Sons formed a combination with Allen & Ginter 


of Richmond, Va.; Kinney Tobacco Co. of New 


York and Virginia; W. 8S. Kimball of Rochester, 
N. Y., and Oxford, S. C., and Goodwin & Co. of 
New York. It is stated that the capital stock of 
this great concern was $44,900,000, and that Duke’s 
competitors received $20,000,000 in cash for their 
good will under the sale. 

The nature, extent and far-reaching designs of 
this gigantic concern, even in its infancy, are 
manifest from its own statement filed in the New 
York Stock Exchange in September, 1890, as ‘fol-

“The company is organized for the purpose of 
curing leaf tobacco, to buy, manufacture and se]l 

| co in all its forms, to establish factories, 

ncies and depots for the sale and distribution 
thereof, and to do all things incidental to the

' The remaining cigarette interests were soon 
éither crushed or “absorbed.” The manufactureis 
of cigarettes in Canada were iurced to capitulate 
at a cost to the combine of $1,000,000. The busi- 
ness and assets of Hall's Between the Acts Cig- 
arette Co. of New York; H. Ellis & Co. of Balti- 
more, Md.; H. W. Meyer Tobacco Manufacturing 

Co. of New York, Consolidated Cigarette Co. of 
New York and James B. Butler Tobacco Co. of 
St. Louis, Mo., were all forced to quit business or 
enter the combine. The amount paid for these 
companies is reported at $1,340,000 in cash and 
$450,000 in scrip.

Confident of its power, and relying on the un- 
resources of its gigantic ally, the American 
Co., from the time of its union with the 

Standard Oil Co., displayed a bold and undis-

000,000. Ivy Owen & Co. of Lynchburg; Gail & Ax 
of Baltimore; W. E. Garrett & Sons of Philadel- 
phia; Stewart, Ra'ph & Co., Philadelphia; Held 
& Co., New Je-sey; Lorillard & Co., New Jersey; 
Burton & Condy and Blackwell & Co. of Nash- 
ville; Atlantic Snuff Co., Philadelphia; George 
W. Helm Co., Henrfette, N. J.; Southern Snuff 
Cd., Memphis, Tenn., were soon forced to su-- 
render, and from the ruins of these great compa- 
nies the American Tobacco Co. developed another 
large tentacle, and this new arm of the octopus 
was known as the American Snuff Co., with a 
capital stock of $23,001,700. 

Cheap leaf and lugs were made into a long 
twist by taking a smallk hand of tobacco, just three 
or four leaves bound together and roughly formed 
in the shape of a cigar and packed between cotton- 
seed oil or linseed oil in a cask, the oil being 
used to keep one of these strings from sticking 
to the other. It was the cheapest tobacco known 
to the market. This tobacco was sold in Mexico, 
in Central America, and on the coasts of Africa. 
It was manufactured by Hershime Bros., 
Orleans; W. S. Matthews & Sons and Dortch & 
Co., Louisville, Ky. They, too, met the common 
fate of all. This trade is entirely gone; the Amer- 
ican Tobacco Co. controls it absolutely. 

Final Triumph. 

But one interest remained. The cigar busi- 
ness escaped destruction until 1901, when the 
American Cigar Co. was organized and absolutely 
controlled by the American and Continental com- 
panies, with a capital stock of $10,000,000. The 
amazing power of assimilation possessed by this 
voracious concern is illustrated by the fact that 
this $10,000,000 anaconda succeeded in swallowing. 
without effort, the Havana Commercial Co., a 
consolidation of a number of manufacturers of 
cigars and cigarettes, including the great firm of 
F. Garcia Brothers & Co. The Havana Commer- 
cial Co. had a capacity of over 100,000,000 ciga:s 
annually and was capitalized at $70,000,090. 

The American Cigar Co. soon had the following 
costly commercial scalps dangling from its belt: 
The Hummel-Voght Co., Louisville, Ky.; The 
Wellman Duree Tobacco Co., St. Louis, Mo.; the 
cheroot factory of P. Whittock, Richmond, Va. 
The Havana American Ciga: Co., which is a con- 
solidation of 10 large cigar factories, was next 
induced to accept $4,000,000 in 4 per cent bonds, 
which were guaranteed by the American and Con- 
tinental companies. Roth, Brunner & Feist of 
Cincinnati, O., were, in the year following, forced 
to strive their colors. 

When the Great Cabanas Co.:and the Henry 
Clay and Bock & Co. were “ho:s du combat,” the 
last battle had been fought, and the American 
Tobacco Co., its allies and secret emissaries, were 
in absolute control of the great industry in a!l its 
forms.- In less than four years the ‘“trus~’’ had 
completed its conquest of two continents and was 
practically the absolute owner of every fom of 
industry by which a leaf or stem of tobacco can 
be prepared for the market. 

And now this monster monopoly girt about its 
loins for its last supreme effort, the absolute mas- 
tery of this great industry wherevér i! flourished 
on the globe. For that purpose it determined to 
bind together in a more cqmpact and deadly union 
all its allied companies and accomplices, and to 
defy at once the majesty of ‘he law at home and 
the hostile millions of the Old World beyond the 
seas. 

I make no charge not abundantly and absolu‘ely 
sustained by their own records. In April. 1901, 
the shareholdets of both the American and Con- 
tinental companies approved amendmen’‘s to their 
certificates of incorporation “permitting the di-

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bacco into Great Britain it must pay an ini‘ial 
tax of 72 cents: Now, to-handle this - product, 


‘which paid an import duty of 72 cents a pound 


before landing it in the warehouse, required an 
enormous amount of money. These 17 purchasers 
and importers of tobacco had a capital stock of 
$75,000,000; and yet when it was known that 
James B. Duke & Co., commonly called the 
“‘American Tobacco Co.,”’ had invaded the terri- 
tory of Great. Britain, that announcement was 
foliowed first by a panic and then by rage. They 
carried it to the extent of a propaganda. 

Hostility to this American invasion was almost 
preached in the pulpit. The common people took 
it up; no shop, no retailer who was known to 
handle the American Tobacco Co.’s products could 
command the trade of his friends. Their product 
was boycotted in every city, in every cross*oad, in 
every hamlet. Undismaved by the tremendous and 
stubbo'n ovposi ion of the British Empire, they 
cap'ured ‘he g.eai firm of Ogden & Co., perhaps 
the weal-hics: of all importeis of tobacco in the 
“> Id. 

The Imperial Co., to hole the ground that it 
ad gaired, actually offered to divide among the 
dealers not ‘handling the An erican Tobacco Co.’s 
p. oducts the sum of $500,000 in six months. They 
agreed to divide among these same dealers one- 
fifth of the entire profi‘s of a business ot a capital 
stock of $75,000,000. The Ame:zican company, not 
to be outdone, offered to dealers handling their 
goods within the confines of Great Britain the 
staggering sum of $1,000,000 a year for four suc- 
cessive years, and all the profits of the American 
Tobacco Co. in Great Britain for the same period. 

That brought the Imperial Company to their 
knees, and then they more than surrendered. They 
betrayed the interests of the people who had trust- 
ed them. They were conquered by this company 
Under the terms of the ag.eement between ‘th: 
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reciois of each, by a two-thirds vote, to gua’ an- 
tee the principal or interest, or both, of secu: ities 
issued by allied companies.” A new securi'y- 


-holding corporation, entitled the Consolidated To- 


bacco Co., was incorporated under New Je sey 
laws June 5, 1901, with an authorized capi‘al of 
$30,000,000. The entire capital was immediately 
paid in cash, and the interest dominant in the 
control of the American and Continental compa- 
nies acquired all of the stock. No shares were 
offered to the public. 

On June 15 it was announced that ‘the leading 
consideration for the consolidation of the Consoll- 
dated Tobacco Co. is the impertance of concentra- 
ting control of the American and Continen‘al com- 
panies so as to insure their harmonious operation.” 
To facilitate the exchange of securities a syndi- 
cate was formed, which was managed bv Mess’s. 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. and Thomas F. Ryan, which 
agreed to provide $25,000,000 in cash. A mortgage 


_of the Consolidated Company was filed in August, 


1901, in favor of the Martin Trust Co. and was 
limited to $158,900,000. This mortgage was a lien 
upon the present and future income, earnings and 
profits of the American and Continental compa- 
nies. 

Upon the culmination of this these two com- 
panies boldly attempted to capture the markets of 
the British 'sles. They moved on the Old World. 
4t that time in England the principal handlers 
and buyers of tobacco were composed of 17 differ- 
en fi ms.

American Company and ‘He Imperial Company, "hy 
latter, now itself a trust, was to have absolu e 
control of the markets in Great Briain. Th> 
American Company was to have absolute control 
of the markets of the world. , 

We are doubly barred from the ports of Eu~ope. 
In 1902 we exported to Italy 37,536,942 pounds of 
American tobacco; to France, 31,557,215 pounds: 
to Spain, 28,-92,693 pounds. In 1902 to the United 
Kingdom, 98,727,979 pounds. Not one ounce of 
this tobacco was landed or received in any of the 
four European countries named, except Great Bri- 
tain, by any private individual. In all the coun- 
tries, save Great Britain, the Government has an 
absolute monopoly of this prcduct, and the impor- 
tation of tobacco in any form, by any person or 
company not duly authorized by she Governmen’, is 
forbidden, and these restrictions are enforced wi‘h 
tireless and merciless exac'ness by thé powerful 
beneficiaries of this business. 

In each of these countries the governments, 
through their agents, known as “Regie Contra- 
tors.” buy for their respective gove: nments such 
tobacco as will, in their opinion, sa‘isfy the. mar- 
ket therein. This tobacco is the p operty of the 
government to which it is consigned, is manpufac- 
tured and sold by the duly authoriz:d aven & and 
officials of these various governmen s, and all the 
profits derived therefrom go as revenue directly to 
the state. 

The enormous profits derived from the govern- 
ment monopolies in this product ‘are illustrated 
from the following table, giving the number of 
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pounds exported from the United States and the 
revenues derived. The import duty of Great 
Britain amounts practically to a government mo- 
nopoly, and for that reason I have placed this in 
the category of governmental monopolies:

An examination of the foregoing table demon- 
strates that tobacco under these oppressive trade 
restrictions pays into the treasuries of four Euro- 
pean countries annually the sum of $209,686,483. 

The producer of tobacco, finding competition de- 
stroved’' at home, debarred from Italy, France. 
Spain and the dnited Kingdom and the coast of 
South Africa, had but one market remaining— 
Germany. About 6,000,900 pounds of this product 
were annually shipped ‘to Brenien, and from that 
point were distributed to Sweden, Norway, Switz- 
e' land, Morocco and other countries. I insert the 
following table, taken from the Special Consular 
Reports, showing the sale of tobacco distribuied 
fiom Bremen in the year 1899:

The Tobacco Trust found that those producers 
»nd handlers of tobacco whom they had marked 
for destruction were finding a sale for their prod- 
uct which it, for sinister reasons, often refused to 
accent, by shipping it to Germany and distrib- 
u‘ing it from -that point to the countries I have 
tamed. The Tobacco Trust immediately shipped 
‘aillions of pounds of tobacco into Bremen, or- 
dered the sale of it for less than cost, as little as 
thev paid for it. 

When advised by their factories in Germany 
‘hat this tobacco could be sold for so much more 
ihan the price demanded, they were peremptorily 
o' dered to sell as per their ins‘ruc‘ions. Inde- 
pendent tobacco handlers whose all had been in- 
ves‘ed in’ these shipments of tobacco found ‘hat it 
was impossible to sell a pound of it at any’hing 
approaching its original cost; they were driv’n to 
ban''ruptcy and ruin, and today the trust abso- 
lutely controls this market. 

With the destruction of the Bremen market the 
‘ombine was the complete and ebsolute master of 
the world. The growth of this company is amaz- 
ing. A corporation which in 1890 had a capital 
s‘ock of $°5,000,000, in 1898 formed out of its loins 
the Continental Tobacco Co., with a capitalization 
of one hundred millions; the American Snuff Co., 
“ih a capital of $23,100,000; the American Cigar 
“o., with a capitalization of ten millions, and to- 
day the American Tobacco Co., with its allies. is 
admittedly worth over $500,000,000. 

In the short space of six years between the or- 
ganization of the Continental Tobacco Co. and 
fall of the Cubans and Bock Company, the trus'! 
has absorbed 90 per cent of its competitors. and 
hes increased in capitalization and nominal as- 
8°*s from $°5,990.900 to $500,000,900. From a care- 
ful study of the history of th: growth and opera- 
tiens of this great concern, I hecame firmly con- 
vinced that ‘he cause of the phenomenal growth 
wes due to violation of existing law. 

For that reason, on May 28, 1906, I introduced 
‘he following resolution in the House of Repre- 
sentatives: 

“Resolved, That the President of the United 
States be, and he is hereby, requested if not in- 
compatible with the public interest, to report [to 
the House of Representatives, for its information, 
ell facts within the knowledge of the Department 
of Commerce and Labor which show or tend to 
show that there exists at this time, or heretofore 
within the last twelve months has existed, a com- 
bination or arrangement between the American 
Tobacco Co., the Continental Tobacco Co. and the 
Imperial Tobacco Co., or any two of said com- 
panies, in violation of the act passed July 2. 1899. 
and entitled “An act to protect trade and com- 
merce against unlawful restraints and monopo- 
lies,”’ or acts amendatory thereof. 

“And all facts which show or tend to show that 
the American Tobacco Co., the Continents! 
Tobacco Co. o: the Imperial Tobacco Co.,

Down, Stock Manipulated and Producers Beggared

or any one or more of said companies, in 
combination or singly, have, contrary to the laws 
of the United States in such cases made and pro- 
vided, interfered with or injured, or attempted to 
interfere with, injure or destroy the business of 
competing manufacturers of tobacco by the in- 
fringement of trade marks or patents, or by sur- 
reptitiously adulterating or securing the adultera- 
tion of the brands or output of competing compa- 
nies engaged in the manufacture and sale of to- 
bacco. 

“And all other facts within the knowledge of 
‘he Department of Commerce and Labor which 
show or tend to show the impeding interference 
with, or destruction of, competition on the part 
of independent companies engaged in the manu- 
facture or sale of tobacco by the American To- 
bacco Co. or the Continental Tobacco Co., or any 


‘one of them, by illicit and illegal'methods and de- 


vices.” 

The trust has been enabled to purchase com- 
peting concerns, often at its own figure, by two 
methods. . First, shutting its rivals out of the 
market by preventing jobbers and retailers from 
handling other than trust-made goods, and, sec- 
ond, by inordinately increasing the cost of pro- 
duction on the part of its competitors by a secret 
control of articles of prime necessity in the manu- 
facture of the finished product, such as boxes, 
licorice, etc. The Tobacco Trust, in selling to job- 
bers, has made it a condition precedent that these 
persons who handle their goods shall not offer 


- for sale the product of any independent dealer. 


In’ this way it has both determined to crush all 
present competition and to prevent forever the in- 
troduction of any new brands. 

Exposed in Court. 

‘The subservience of the jobber has been se- 
cured in two ways: First, by offering special in- 
ducements and secret rebates to those dealers 
who handle trust goods exclusively. Second, by 
peremptorily forbidding the jobber to offer for 
sale tobacco of any kind not manufactured or 
controlled by the combine. In Massachusetts 200 


independent jobbers and retailers were put out 


of business by this method in 90 days. The Amer- 
ican Tobacco Co. ‘was then brought to justice long 
delayed in the case of the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts vs. Abe Strauss, tried and convicted for 
this infamous system of boycotting. In New York 
this same system is revealed in the noted case of 
A. Locker vs. The American Tobacco Co. An- 
other favorite method of covertly destroying the 
property of a competitor is by imitating some pop- 
ular brand of tobacco by putting up a package 
of trust-made goods almost similar in appearance, 
in size, color, name and trademark, and flooding 
the territory in which the riyal company has 
established a démand for its product. This spuri- 
ous package is often sold below cost, and mer- 
chants handling it are given especial premiums, 
purchasers are tempted with tags and coupons 

The fight between a brand of tobacco known as 
“Central Union,” manufactured by Hugh Camp- 
bell of Virginia, and an imitation known as 
“Union Leader,” finally ended in the courts. In 
this case Mr. Campbell exposed this nefarious 
method of destroying the property of an inde- 
pendent marked for slaughter in the secret coun- 
cils of the trust. 

This combine has not only destroyed the busi- 
ness of its competitors or forced them to surren- 
der plants, trademarks, brands and good will by 
the lawless methods I have just described, but it 
h2s attempted to force honest men to become their 
subservient tools, to lie and to masquerade like 
bondsmen in obedience to the designs of their 
master. And more: the president of the American 
and Continental companies stooped to give his 
yversonal supervision to this infamous business. 

Now, these stool pigeons are created by this 
trust for the accomplishment of three purposes. 
First, to deceive the producer and consumer of 
tobacco who desires to sell to or purchase from an 
independent dealer. Second, for deceiving the 
Federal Government. Third, for throttling hon- 
est, patriotic and wholesome legislation for the 
relief of the tobacco growers in this country. 

Since the, introduc‘ion of the resolution charg- 
ing these offenses, the trust has been indicted in 
New York and that indictment containing over 
132 pages of printed ma‘ter, contains many of the 
most serious charges which I made tn the House of 
Representatives. 1 supported the charges by 
masses of documentary evicence, and those who 
are now following the trial of this celebrated case 
have seen the proof of the guilt of the trust of 
all these serious offenses. 

After the American Tobacco Co. had secured 
either the assimilation or the destruction of the 
manufacturers of tobacco and of the jobbers and 
retailers they had absolute control of the tobacco 
from the time it left the hands of the farmer until 
i. reached the consumer. The greed of this trust 
is absolutely insatiate, dnd it next determined 
to control the price of this product and to buy at 
the small cost at which the farmer could be 
forced to produce it. 

Tobacco as a rule is raised by tenants who are 
poor men whose lives have been spent in this 
business, and it seemed to be the opinion of the 
trust that no matter how unoprofitable it might 
mate the production of this plant, that these un- 
complaining tillers of the soil would still continue 
to raise it. In their effort to destroy the value of 
leaf tobacco and to control its prices and produc- 
tion, the trust at first made not the slightest at- 
tempt to conceal its design.

4 ke agreement was reached between the Ameri- 
can Tobacco Co., the Imperial Tobacco Co. and the 
Regies, that is, the purchasers for the European 
manufacturers, by which there was to be no longer 
even the semblance of competition, and to sim- 
niifv matters it was agreed that the brokers and 
tohacco dealers who had formerly purchssed this 
tehacco from the farmers and sold it to the man- 
ufacturers should all be pu’ out of business. These 
men lost their occuvation in a day, and thousende 
of tobacco growers who had spent their life in a 
studv of the market and in obtaining sill In 
judging and handling tobacco both for domestic 
and foreign market were put out of business. 

It was proposed to buy this tobacco directly 
from the farmer, and in order that no two men 
should ever bid upon the same tobacco plent, it 
Was agreed that this territory, comprising West- 


ern Kentucky and Northern Tennessee, Known as 


the “Black Patch.” should be divided into dis- 
tricts, set off by metes end hounds, one trust 
agent was to go into a well-defined district, which 
he was not to leave. and no other trust agent was 
permitted to enter the territory allotted to him.

“This condition of mind lasted un- 
til the day before the funeral was to 
have taken place,” she says. “On 
tzat day my coffin arrived and I was 
removed from the temporary white 
bcx in which I had been lying into 
the burial coffin. After that I lost 
the sense of hideousness and horror.

Between the grandmother and the 
child there existed a tie of the ten- 
derest love.

Now she could only 
moan and look at me as though she 
would peer within me, to see with 
her eyes if there was any life left in 
my poor little body. 

‘As I lay there I seemed actually 
to feel her gaze.

Pianka says she does not 
believe that people who have been 
p1onounced dead and placed in their 
coffins ever get up and walk, as is 
sometimes said. 


“Tl knew I couldn’t have done such 
a thing,” she says. “Every muscle in 
my body was numb and stiff, aching 
as I never have ached since.. I sup- 
pose this was partly due to weakness, 
partly to the insufficien: supply of 
blood to my extremities and partly 
to the long confinement in one posi-

Pianka has been pronounced 
dead twice. The last time was in 
Baltimore.

Romantic “Double Life ” Led By Young Women. 


ROBABLY one of the most 
P curious cases of a double 
life,” said a French detect- 
ive in a Parisian cafe, “was discov- 
ered quite accidentally about twelve 
years ago. Among the most success- 
ful and lucky speculators in South 
American stock at the time of one of 
the periodical booms was a good- 
looking young fellow of about twen- 
ty-four, who came to the Bourse al- 
most daily, and had a small office in 
a neighboring street. So immacu- 
lately dressed was he, indeed, and 
so gentle were his manners that he 
soon obtained the sobriquet of ‘Made- 
moiselle.’ 

“Very few people, even in those 
days, when fortunes were frequenily 
made in the South American mar<et, 
had more luck than ‘Mademoiselle,’ 
his name being Adolphe Flocquet. 
This went on for more than fifteen 
months, when one day, as M. Floc- 
quet was crossing from a Place de 
la Bourse into the Rue Vivienne, he 
was knocked down by an omnibus 
end seriously injured. After having 
been taken to the nearest hospital 
it was discovered that this good- 
looking young speculator was a 
charming lady, well known in cer- 
tuin circles of Paiisian society, 


though not in financial circles. 

“And thus it was thai she had es- 
caped detection for so long. Her 
father and mother were under the 
impression, when she left home each 
morning, that she was employed as 
secretary to the manager of a well- 
known American commercial under- 
taking, the business premises of 
which were situated on the Boule- 
vard des Italiens. It was discovered 
that she had withdrawn a consider- 
eble amotint of money, part of a leg- 
acy which had been left her just be- 
fore she took her supposed situation, 
and it was with this money she had 
started speculations which had been’ 
so remarkably successful. She had 
taken a small room in a street with- 
in half a mile of her home, in the 
Parc Monceau quarter, where she 
cnanged her attire morning and even- 
ing. She had had her hair cut off 
and made into a wig, which she wore 
when at home. 


“She apparently had a great gift 
for figures and speculation.” contin- 
ued the detective, “and eventually 
married and became an active part- 
ner in a well-known firm of sioc<- 
brokers. But whether her »henom- 
enal luck or intuition, whichever one 
may choose to call it, hes followed 


her in married life I am unable to 
say. 

‘“‘Another instance of a double life 
led by a woman was investigated and 
elucidated by me some few years 
ago. 

“In the very respectable quarter 
of the Invalides there lived in one 
of the newer houses a lady and her 
two daughters, the former of whom 
was the widow of a Government of- 
ficial who had died without leaving 
much provision for his wife and 
children, beyond the very inconsider- 
able pension to which he was en- 
titled. 

“As the ‘eldest girl grew up she 
determined to add to the family re- 
sources in some way. As she was 
quite a good musician and sang well, 
her first idea was singing at one or 
other of the concerts attached to the 
cafes or places of amusement: but 
80 opposed was her mother to this 
that she apparently abandoned the 
idea and sought a situation in a flor- 
ist’s on one of the Grands Boule- 
vards. For all her mother knew she 
and her younger sister, who was ap- 
pen iced to a fashionable milliner's 
in ‘he Avenue de l’Opera, left home 
dvily for business, and, although the 
cider one sometimes returned home 


very’ late at night, it was easily ex- 
plained from the fact that, whereas 
the millinery showrooms were closed 
at half-past six or seven, the florist's 
shop at which she was employed did 
not close till almost midnight. 

“Often the mother urged upon her 
daughter to seek some employment 
which would enable her to return 
home earlier. 

“One day the mother happened to 
be passing along the colonnade of 
the Rue de Rivoli, when her atten- 
tion was attracted by some picture 
postcards. Stopping to _ scrutinize 
them. what was her surprise to trace 
an astonishing likeness between a 
Mile. Violette, who appeared om sev- 
eral of the picture postcards in very 
s‘urtling costumes, and her. elder 
daughter. So strong was the like- 
ness, indeed, that she bought one 
or two of the postcards and took 
tnem home that she might show 
them to her daughters. When her 
eidest daughter saw them she gave 
expression to a sudden exclamation 
which caused her mother to glance 
up; and then from the girl's face 
she became suddenly certain that 
the Mile. Violette of the picture post- 
eard and her eldest daughter were 
one and the same person.

It seemed as if some one 
had sunk crooked steel fingers into 
my heart and was tearing it out by 
the roots. I had rather die any time 
than undergo that again. 

“But it brought me round. After 
they squeezed that capsule under my 
nose I wote up. That time, just as 
it had been when | was a girl, I 
knew everything that went on around 
me, There was not even the prelim- 
inary period of total unconsciousness 
which marked my first experience ot 
Howeve>, in Baltimore, the 
lst time, | was not placed in a cof- 
fin. We were living in a tent on the 
show grounds and | was laid out on a 
cot in the tent.”

Usually, by means of wreckage or 
the report of some pessing vessel, the 
fate of a missing ship can at least 
be surmised: but often no trace is 
left “to tell the tale” tim 1903 the 
Australian steamer Kle* disanpeared 
s mewhere in the Aralnan Sea. and, 
nithough a special vessel was sent out 
to search for signs of her, nothing 
could be found which gave a clew as 
to her fate.

Or will Judge Hargis, 
though dead, still live in spirit, and 
vhat he set going continue indef- 
initely, costing more lives, causing 
more heartaches and griefs, and 
shocking mankind time and time 
again? 

Was the bullet of the patricide the 
arent of destiny to wing its way on 
and on until it had elain no onl) 
Judge Hargis, but the feud. tov. and 
ull that has gone to make Breathiit 
County the shame of Kentuc"y and 
the riddle of the civilised world? The 
trial of the young Kentucky slayer 
rext fall will go far toward an- 
swerin= ‘hese questions. 

Judge Haigis left an estate valued 
at $300,000, He was the richest man 
ii Jackson County and probably the 


richest in Southeastern Kentucky. 
is said that the Hargis brothers’ store 
in Jackson did an annual wholesale 
trade of $800,000 or more, to say 
nothing of its big retail business. 

Of this estate all but $59,000 was 
bequeathed to the widow. Beau- 
champ, the patricine, inherited $50,- 
000. This fortui.2 now constitutes a 
fund for his defense, a fund to be 
used in fending off from his neck 
the gallows noose. 

Mrs. Haigis knew that one day a 
pullet- wouid find the heart of “her 
Jim.” She said openly thai when 
tuat day did occur all the wealih 
that came to her by inheritance 
fiom her murdered husband would 
be dedicated to obtaining the pun- 
ishment of his slayer. 

Now, judging from an _ incident 
that happe.ed not long ago, all 
Breathitt County, not on.yv the vas- 
sals and adherents of Judge Hargis, 
but the Coc.rill and Ca:dwell clans, 
avowed enemies of the House of Har- 
gis, seem to regard the young patri- 
cide with undisguised loaihing and 
contempt. Only his mother, she who 
had sworn to spend her last penny 
to convict the slayer of “her Jim” 
stands by him today, she and 
“Judge” R. B. Redwine, a henchman 
of Judge Hargis and today hired at- 
torhey for the boy. 

When Beauchamp was arraigned 
for a preliminary hearing, the court- 
rocm was crowded. The prisoner 
k.oked about him, bungry for a 
friendly nod of sympathy. 

But there was not one sign of rec- 
oznition even in all that sea of close- 
ly packed faces. Grim-visaged men 
stared at him as apathetically as 
though he were an entire 8 ange. 
ar though he were someone they s:w 
for the first time in all their lives. 
Not even the movement of an eyelid, 
not even the least little motion of 
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the head was there to cheer the pal- 
lid prisoner. 

And he quailed before the inarticu- 
late condemnation of that sullen 
courtroom crowd. 

Is Beauchamp Hargis such an ugly 
product of feudal conditions in 
‘Bloody Breathitt” that even the feud 
leaders stand aghast at him and at 
their own selves, steeped in the feud? 
Is there a great revulsion of feel- 
ing? Is the feud dead? 

I cannot answer these questions, 
for they are a strange people who 
dwell in Breathitt County, Ky. It 
hss been possible in the city of Jack- 
son to take a shotgun in the hand 
end brutally murder a human being 
in the middle of the main street of 
that town, while the townspeople 
looked on, without even a trial or 
judicial inquiry of any kind follow- 
ing the crime. There is not a cor- 
oner in Jackson County, nor any 
hearse in “the City of Sudden Death.” 


Enforce Blue Laws 


On the other hand, in this com- 
munity where murder is all but ig- 
ncored by the law and looked upon 
with the utmost cumplacency by the 
people generally, the blue laws are 
enforced with a vigor almost un- 
known elsewhere. The man who 
kills another with a revolver in the 
streets of Jackson may not be ar- 
rrested, but if he takes that same 
revolver and shoots at a mark on 
Sunday public opinion is outraged 
aud he is haled to court and fined. 
If he cannot pay his fine he must 
work it out in prison. 

Shooting at a mark on Sunday is 
a more serious offense in Breathitt 
County, or at least it was before 
Judge Hargis was killed, than is the 
murder of a human being. So is a 
friendly game of poker. So is the 
use of an oath in public on Sunday. 

One of the strangest contradictions 
of these people is their deeply re- 
ligious nature. With wolfish feroci- 
ty they will kill each other or with 
beutel indiffe ence ther will see their 
fellows Filled, yet they know their 
Bibles, they attend church, they ob- 
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gerve the minutiae of religious serv- 
ice with great earnestness and zeal. 
They do not seem to comprehend, 
however, that there is anything an- 
tagnostic to the Christian religion 
iu committing a murder. 

A recent visitor to Jackson spoke 
of entering the Circuit Court room. 
The Judge wore his hat and smoked 
a cigar on the bench. The specta- 
tors lolled about and smoked indus- 


triously. The cases on trial were for | 


violations of the liquor law, for 
shooting at a mark on Sunday, for 
using profané language, for crap 
shooting. And the law was being 
rigorously enforced. 

Old “Granny” Hargis, mother of 
the late Judge Hargis, dwells on the 
Pan Bowl farm, the manor house of 
the clan of Hargis. It is on a great 


neck of land formed by a bend in 
the river. 

She is a venerable grand dame of 
the feud, an old mother of the clan. 
She does not look for any change in 
Breathitt County conditions. Her 
axed eyes have never looked upon 
onything else than she sees now. 
Her heart has never known aught 
but to expect sudden death to visit 
the “men folks.” She said recent-

Tiis estimate -igs based on an aver- 
age of 25 passengers per trip. Then,

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Club of America, however, to prove 
that the Wright aeroplane, with one 
of the brothe:s on board, has ac- 
complished a voyage of 24¥, -miles in 
just over 38 minuies, at a height of 
from 75 to 100 feet.

It is claimed for the Wright broth- 
ers that they have reached a higher 
state of perfection in airship inven- 
tion than any other aeronaut. Mr.

“Distance is nothing to me now.” he 
says. The initial piublemn has beex 
sulved, and he only requires to per- 
fect his machine, so ag to carry the 
necessary quantity of fuel and water 
for feeding the motor, in order to 
accomplish a lengihy flight. If any- 
one could get the Wright brothers 
and Mr. Farman to race from Lon- 
don to Manchester for the $50,000 
prize offered by a London newspaper 
the contest would certainly provide 
the sensation of the year. 

England is far behind France and 
Germany in regard to airships for 
military purposes. Before the end of 
1908 France hopes to have completed 
a fleet of five new airships, each of 
which will be better than “La Pa- 
trie,” which in July last carried four 
officers and attained a speed of 18 
nifjes an hour against the wind. It 
may be remembered that the speed 
ef the “Nulli Secundus,” England's 
first aerial warship, Was only from 
five to eight miles against the wind. 

The finest records, ever, are 
held by Count Zeppelin. Hig rigid
